Balance. 


Almost the first knowledge gained 
by the beginner in golf should be re- 
garding the balance of his body dur- 
ing the swing. Thaé balance must be 
perfect in order that the other parts 
of the swing may be made correctly, 
It is exactly as necessary to the tim- 
ing of the swing as the foundation is 


for a house. 


Perhaps the best way to learn this 
balance is to make the golf swing 
with the arms and let the movements 
of the shoulders, hips and legs be only 
such as will let the arms go through 
All dur- 
ing this movement—one can go 


their movements correctly.

club as with one—the sole effort 
should be to keep the balance per- 


fectly. Be sure the heels are down in 

the beginning and do not do a particle 

of extra foot work. Simply let the 
| heel come up with the back swing and 
the right heel on the forward swing 
; 88 much as they will come naturally. 
| Take your natural stance, swing the 
arms as in the golf stroke and con- 
| Centrate on keeping a perfect balance 
all through the movement. 

Beginning this movement slowly 
and without a club, one can acceler- 
ate the speed gradually and still re- 
tain a perfect balance. Care must be 
taken to go through the same proce- 
dure with the club in the hands or 
the same old fault of lack of balance 
will appear. Keep it in mind that you 
are not practicing a golf swing solely. 
Put the swing entirely out of mind if 
it interferes with concentrating on the 
balance. Best of all, try out the 
whole thing before a mirror. Keep 
your eyes on your réflection and note 
that the head stays in the same place. 
It must not bob up or down, or for- 
ward or backward. It turns with the 
swing but that must be the only mo- 
tion. Least of all must there be a 
backward and forward movement of 
the head, following the motions of the 
arms. 

Imagine yourself with your feet flat: 
feeling the weight on the heels, and 
the forehead against a spot on a wall. 
With all the other movement the fore- 
head remains against that spot, with 
tae head twisting as noted. That 
idea, carried out, will give the sense 
of balance. 


Action of Left Wrist. 

No golf ball is hit correctly except 
with a crisp flirting forward of the 
club head. This crispness comes 
mainly from the action of the wrists. 
There must be nothing of slackness in 
this action. It is a distinct fifck that 
urges the club head forward to do 
its work. The feeling is perceptible 
in all shots with the possible excep- 
ton of the putter on a short putt. On 
the longer putts the feeling returns, 

The center of this whole movement 
fs in the left wrist. The left hand 
grasps and controls the club and the 
flirt of the club head comes naturally. 
Try it with a light club or cane. Bet- 
ter still, take a putter but hold it just 
above the head, the toe of the head 
toward you. Take your stance as if 
using a wooden ciub, which of course 
will let the end of the-club clear the 
floor by many inches. Go clear back 
on the back swing and then bring the 
club down without bending the wrist. 
About half way down the club wilt 
point nearly straight up. This is the 
place where the practice beings. Com- 
plete the swing with a crisp flirt of 
the wrist. Don’t even try this with 
both hands. This ts solely for the left 
hand. Be sure the action of the wrist 
is correct; that you can see all the 
knuckles and that the flirt of the wrist 
is accomplished without any aid from 
the forearm, that part of the body 
simply keeping out of the way by 
moving forward. 

That description was used by a 
group of beginners and each seemed 
to grasp the idea at once. The im- 
portance of the flirted wrist may be 
seen In the fact that it gives distance, 
loft, back-spin and accuracy to the 
ball. When there is the full sense of 
getting the left wrist working properly 
in order to make the club head do its 
work, comes the time when it is neces- 
gary to realize this feeling must be 
present in every golf stroke. Never 
yield to the feeling that there must 
be less crispness to the stroke because 
the shot. is of only twenty yards in- 
stead of a hundred. Instantly that 
feeling is uppermost comes the relaxa- 
tion of the wrist and the flaccid action 


that spells disaster to the shot. Play 
boldly. Never baby the ball.

New York's Homicides 


Jump to 387 in Year 

New York.—Deaths from homicide 
in American cities during 1924 reached 
the highest rate on record, with New 
York showing a slight increase, al- 
though its record is low for cities of 
more than 500,000 population. 

The deaths from homicide in New 
York, which with the figures on other 
cities are given in an article by Fred- 
erick L. Hoffman, consulting statis- 
ticlan of the Prudential Insurance 
company of America, published in 
The Spectator, an insurance journal, 
are 6.4 per 100,000 of population for 
1924, or altogether 887 persons. In 
1923 the figures were 5.2 per 100,000. 

The average for the 77 cities cov- 
ered in the survey is 9.9 homieides per 
100,000 population, making New 
York’s record 3.5 less than the aver- 
age for the country. 

The records of other large cities 
are: Philadelphia, 7.6, a decrease of 
1.8; Chicago, 17.5, an increase of 3.9; 
Boston, 5.1, an increase of 8; Pitts- 
burgh, 12.1, a decrease of 1.6: Newark, 
6.3, a decrease of 1.0; St. Louis, 21.7, 
a decrease of 4.4; Cincinnati, 15.3, a 
decrease of 2.8; San Francisco, 8.0, a 
decrease of 1.9; Los Angeles, 14.2, an 
increase of .9. 

The highest death by homicide rate 
recorded is given to Jacksonville, Fla., 
which had 58.8 per 100,000, but hich 
was a decrease of 2.9 from the year 
Previous. The lowest record went to 
Concord, N. H.; Malden, Mass.; New- 
ton, Mass. and Lawrence, Mass., 
which reported no homicides at all 
during the year. 

New York state’s record included: 
Auburn, 2:7; Rochester, 3.83, and Syra- 
cuse, 4.3, all decreases. 

New Jersey's included: Bayonne, 
81, increase of 7.9; Camden, 6.8, an 
increase of 2.9; Elizabeth, 5.7, a de- 
crease of .1; Jersey City, 2.6, an in- 
crease of 38; Passaic, 7.2, an increase; 
Paterson, 2.1, a decrease of 1.5, and 
Somerville, 5.0, an increase of 4.0.
